WHIPSNADE Zoo’s six cheeky 
cheetah cubs have had a 
cracking good time after 
receiving gifts to celebrate 
their first Easter. 

Painted “eggs” filled with 
meaty treats were scattered in 
the Zoo’s Cheetah Rock enclo¬ 
sure to form part of the sextu- 
plet’s enrichment activities, 
stimulating their natural curi¬ 
osity and making them work 
for the tasty food inside. 

Head of Africa section, Mark 
Holden, said: “As it’s their first 
Easter we wanted to do some¬ 
thing special for cheetah cubs. 

“All six of them are really 
inquisitive by nature and love 
investigating new things. 

“Their specially made eggs 
will spark their curiosity and 
playful natures as they work 


out how to reach their tasty 
food.” 

The 10-month-old cubs are 
the second litter of Northern 
cheetah to be born at ZSL 
Whipsnade Zoo and are provid¬ 
ing a valuable rearing experi¬ 
ence for mum, Dubai, of this 
endangered species. 

They were born two years 
after Dubai gave birth to her 
first cubs, which were the very 
first litter of Northern cheetah 
cubs ever born in the UK. 

ZSL Whipsnade Zoo’s meer- 
kats alse enjoyed a special 
Easter treat, as they weregiven 
colourful eggs to roll around 
their sandy terrain.

Bus e-petition rejected

AN ELECTRONIC petition contain¬ 
ing the signatures of more than 
1,300 parents who are campaign¬ 
ing to save bus services to faith 
schools, has been thrown out by 
Luton Borough Council. 

Although the petition, which was 
started by the ‘Cardinal Newman 
School-Protect Our School 
Transport Committee’, (CNS POST) 
has way over the 500 signatures 
needed to force a debate on the issue 
in the town hall, council officials 
have said the document is invalid as 
it does not contain the addresses of 
those backing it. 


This comes after a weekend of 
action from the group, which 
involved mass drives to and from 
Cardinal Newman High School on 
Monday to show the impact extra 
traffic would have on the A6, should 
the funding for the free school buses 
by axed. 

This was followed by a well-attend¬ 
ed protest outside the Town Hall, 
where the parents managed to 
arrange a meeting with authority 
leader Hazel Simmons, which has 
been scheduled for Wednesday, 
April 17 at 7pm in the school. 

CNS POST committee leader, 
Antionette Kotula said: “We are very 
upset to hear that the e-petition 
won’t be accepted, and think that it 


is incredibly petty. 

“The amount of signatures 
received shows the real strength of 
feeling on the matter across the 
board.” 

“We will be returning to the coun¬ 
cil offices on Tuesday with a paper 
petition containing addresses, 
which we hope they will accept.” 

Supporting the committee, Liberal 
Democrat councillor Martin 
Pantling said: “It would seem the 
needs of Luton residents only really 
apply if this suits the council and 
does not bring adverse criticism. 

“Given everything that Luton 
Labour said in opposition about a 
much more moderate proposal to 
share costs on school buses, and the 


ill-tempered tone and slurs they 
resorted to at the time, people are 
bound to see it as both cynical and 
hypocritical that they are now try¬ 
ing to avoid a council debate on the 
issue by not even wanting to accept 
a huge petition on the matter. 

However, a spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “The council 
welcomes petitions and recognises 
they are one way in which people 
can raise their concerns. 

“We informed the CNS Post com¬ 
mittee last week that we would not 
be able to accept their e-petition 
because it did not display the 
addresses of the people who had 
signed the petition and therefore we 
would not be in a position to vali¬ 


date it, as only those living or work¬ 
ing in Luton would be eligible to sign 
the petition. 

“We have been informed that they 
have a paper petition with over 600 
signatures and have written to them 
confirming that if we receive the 
paper petition at the Town Hall early 
next week and provided it meets the 
criteria set out in the petition 
scheme, which was sent to them on 
Sunday, March 17, we will endeav¬ 
our to process it in time for inclusion 
in the agenda for the Full Council 
meeting to be held on Tuesday, April 
16 2013.

ElOOk fraudster jailed 
for bogus benefit claims

A MAN who falsely claimed more 
than £100,000 in payments from 
authorities including Central 
Bedfordshire Council, has been 
sentenced to 30 months in prison. 

Kelvin Arnold Kalloo, 35, of Tithe 
Farm Road, Dunstable, had 
claimed he was partially sighted 
and permanently disabled as the 
result of a car crash, but an inves¬ 
tigation discovered him driving 
three different vehicles, walking 
unaided and working in Watford 
Market. 

Kalloo was unanimously con¬ 
victed in December 2012 of ten 
counts regarding fraud carried 
out against Brent Council and 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
between 2002 and 2010. The court 
heard on Wednesday, March 27, 
that in total the amount he 


claimed came to £106,687.40. The 
investigation and prosecution 
were undertaken and led by Brent 
Council which also worked on 
behalf of Central Beds to deal with 
the fraud within a single prosecu¬ 
tion. 

Surveillance undertaken by the 
authority’s investigation team was 
critical to the success of the pros¬ 
ecution, as Kalloo was seen to be 
walking unaided then, when 
attending council offices, to be 
requiring crutches. 

The footage also showed him 
driving three vehicles and work¬ 
ing at his family business in 
Watford Market without any aids 
or apparent issues with his sight. 

Enquiries proved that between 
2002 and 2008 Kalloo claimed 
around £70,000. He also made a 
simultaneous claim from Central 
Bedfordshire Council, where he 
was actually living, from 2002 to 


2006 and received around £27,000. 

He failed to disclose to either 
authority that he was related to his 
carer, who was his wife, that he 
had income and, at times, up to 
four properties. Kalloo made a 
further fraudulent claim to 
Central Bedfordshire Council in 
2009 for around £5,700. 

Despite maintaining his inno¬ 
cence throughout the trial, the 
jury returned unanimous verdicts 
on ten counts of fraud 

Councillor Maurice Jones, exec¬ 
utive member for resources at 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
said: “I welcome the sentence 
against Mr Kalloo. 

“What this case and our joint 
working with Brent Council dem¬ 
onstrate is that we will do every¬ 
thing in our power to prosecute 
anyone who seeks to line their 
own pockets at the expense of the 
tax payer and those in need.”

IRISH FORUM TO CONTROL PROJECT 

HEALTHWATCH Luton is set to 
become the independent voice for 
local people on all aspects of 
health and social care services. 

Local charity the Luton Irish 
Forum (LIF) was awarded the 
Healthwatch contract by the 
council after a competitive ten¬ 
dering process. 

From Monday, April 1 LIF will 
begin their new role as local 
watchdog group for patients, ser¬ 
vice users, carers and the public. 

Pam Garraway, Corporate 
Director for Housing and 
Community Living, said: “Luton 
Irish Forum was selected as they 
were best placed to ensure that 
residents’ voices are heard - 
including some of the most hard 
to reach groups in our communi¬ 
ties.” 

‘DISINTEGRATING’ ROAD TO BE FIXED 

WORKS to fix potholes on a 
stretch of road in Houghton Regis 
are now underway. 

Just this week, we were contact¬ 
ed by a resident who said that the 
High Street near the new 
Morrisons store appeared to be 
‘disintegrating.’ 

Cllr Brian Spurr, executive mem¬ 
ber for sustainable communities, 
said: “Contractors are currently 
working on behalf of Morrisons on 
this stretch of road. 

“They did some temporary fixes 
on Thursday to make the road safe 
before the Easter break. 

“The whole length of road from 
the old Morrisons to the Tithe 
Farm Road, and into Bedford 
Road, will later be resurfaced. 

“This work is currently sched¬ 
uled in to take place in May.” 

SAVE THE DATE FOR PICNIC FUN 

PLANS are already underway for 
the annual popular family fun 
day, Picnic in the Park, which will 
take place in Wardown Park in 
Luton. 

Co-hosted by the authority’s 
Family Information Service and 
Pre-School Learning Alliance, the 
event will take place on 
Wednesday, June 26, and will be 
attended by over 100 Early Years 
providers and organisations. 

A programme of fun activities 
targeted to the under-fives has 
been organised, which will 
include craft activities, face paint¬ 
ing, story time, and children’s 
theatre. 


Charity group announces closure of operations 

A COMMUNITY organisation is set to 
shut down its operations after run¬ 
ning into financial problems. 

Voluntary Action Luton (VAL), which 
supports more than 400 voluntary and 
community groups in the town, has 
announced on its website that it will 
cease operating. No date has been set 
yet for its closure. 

The news comes as other charity 
ogansiations in the town face an 
uncertain financial future as a result 
of reduced funding. 

In February this year Luton on 
Sunday revealed that LAMP, a charity 
that helps homeless people aged 
between 16-25 find housing, was fac¬ 
ing closure after losing 75 per cent of 
the funding it receives from Luton 
Council. 

A statement posted on VAL’s website 
said: “The Board of Trustees would 
like to thank all members, stakehold¬ 
ers, volunteers and supporters of 
Voluntary Action Luton for the past 
forty years for your tremendous sup¬ 
port throughout numerous difficult 
periods.”

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Group ‘happy’ with 
college’s latest plan

PLANS by a college to build a three-storey build¬ 
ing have been approved by the council. 

Barnfield College ( pictured ) wants to 
construct a ‘Creative Industries’ department with 
facilities including a fashion studio, theatre space 
and TV/radio studios on its New Bedford Road site. 

And during a meeting on Wednesday night coun¬ 
cillors passed the proposals with a number of con¬ 
ditions attached, including a cap on the total num¬ 
ber of students and staff allowed and procedures 
surrounding future expansion. 

Last year the college withdrew an application to 
sell green space at the site for a development 
including a new 508-pupil primary school, an 
88-bed care home, a dependency unit and housing. 


The application had drawn fierce opposition 
from local residents and the Barnfield Development 
Action Group (BDAG). 

During the meeting the group’s chairman, David 
Logan, spoke about the importance of the coun¬ 
cil’s conditions and he was supported by Liberal 
Democrat councillor Martin Pantling. 

After the meeting Cllr Pantling said: “Residents 
are much more satisfied at what was agreed 
because it does not have the controversial factors 
that were in the last plan.” 

A spokesman for BDAG said: “We did not oppose 
the plan for a new building. That didn’t stop us 
ensuring all the right questions were asked. 

“We are very happy that these plans are clearly 
limited and the council is imposing conditions 
which protect the area, especially the impact on 
traffic.” 


Wardown Park bridge will cost over £200k to repair 


AN authority will be applying to the Heritage 
Lottery Grant Fund for money to pay for repairs 
to a bridge. 

The suspension bridge in Wardown Park, 
Luton, (pictured) was closed last July after it 
was decided that it was no longer safe. A 
surveyor has since estimated that the required 
works will cost around £200,000 to complete. 

A spokesman for Luton Borough Council said: 
“An inspection by the council’s surveyors 
revealed the bridge needs repairs to its piers, 
timber beams, bolts and cable connections. 

“We appreciate that this bridge is an impor¬ 
tant feature and for residents so we will be 
applying to the Heritage Lottery Grant Fund and 
investigating other funding sources.”

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Ambulance Trust 
set to be split up

ALMOST seven years after three 
former ambulance services 
merged into one, it has been 
revealed they are to be separat¬ 
ed once again in order to 
improve on failing standards. 

As part of the action plan pre¬ 
sented to the Care Quality 
Commission on Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing a damning report last 
week, the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust is to 
create three new ‘sector leads’for 
Bedfordshire and 

Cambridgeshire, Suffolk and 


Norfolk, and Essex to be man¬ 
aged distinctly from one anoth¬ 
er. 

The news came just hours after 
chairwoman of the ambulance 
service, Maria Ball, resigned 
after holding the post for five 
years. The process for appoint¬ 
ing a new or interim chairman 
was started immediately but in 
the meantime Paul Remington, 
who is vice chairman, will lead 
the organisation. 

Mr Remington said: “Maria has 
spent many years leading the 
ambulance service and I would 
like to thank her for her commit¬ 
ment through challenging times. 


“We now must concentrate on 
looking forward and focusing 
solely on how we improve our 
service to patients and better 
support our staff. 

The report by the CQC found 
that ambulance response times 
had deteriorated since its last 
inspection and people could not 
be assured they would receive 
care in a timely manner. 

A spokesman for the Trust said: 
“The inspectors gave very posi¬ 
tive feedback about the care our 
staff give, and our action plan 
encompasses a range of thing to 
enhance that and improve on 
areas we know need action.”

A LATE application for a small 
casino in the town centre has 
been rejected by Luton Council. 

The decision was made on 
Wednesday morning by council¬ 
lors who met to discuss a joint- 
bid by The Mall Ltd Partnership 
and SREIT Property Ltd. 

They were applying to open a 
casino in the Galaxy Centre. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
reported that the council had 
received the application on 
February 27, more than three 
months after its closing date for 
licence requests on November 9 
last year. 

The authority was awarded a 
small casino licence in 2008 and 


under the Gambling Act 2005, it 
is allowed to consider late appli¬ 
cations at its own discretion. 

A council spokeswoman said:

However, having 
heard the details of the impact 
on the process, the potential for 
unfairness on the existing appli¬ 
cants and the reasons given by 
the Applicant as to why the 
application was late, they decid¬ 
ed to reject the application.”

G IVE me your tired, your 
huddled masses yearn¬ 
ing to be free. 

This inscription is on 
the Statue of Liberty and 
appealed to migrants from 
Europe and later across the 
world to start a new life in the 
USA. 

The appeal was not simply 
altruistic, as immigrants helped 
make the US what it is today. In 
return for the freedom offered 
they worked hard, and cheaply, 
to build the country into the 
richest the world has ever seen.

Bedfordshire was the first county in England to 
have a public records office. Founded in 1913, 
it set the standard for local record offices 
throughout the country. Our reporter, LAUREN 
ARCHELL, visited an exhibition which celebrates 
100 years of the fascinating service. 


OUR lives produce so many 
documents - birth certificates, 
school reports, business 
papers, photographs and com¬ 
munity newsletters. 

Some of these will become 
historically important, but 
need care if they are to contin¬ 
ue to provide information for 
generations to come. 

In 1913, Bedfordshire became 
the first county to establish a 
Record Office to bring together 
local records, preserve them for 
the future and make them 
available for everyone. 

Now 100 years old, the 
Bedfordshire and Luton 
Archives Service has arranged 
a number of events to mark 
their centenary year, and 
showcase their collections. 

Part of the celebratory pro¬ 
gramme is ‘One For the 
Record’; a newly-opened exhi¬ 
bition in Wardown Park 
Museum, Luton, which tells the 
story of the record office, as 
well as providing various local 
documents from the past. 

Reading excerpts from the jail 
register and police conduct 
book from 1900 provides a fas¬ 
cinating insight into just how 
much things have changed 


over the past 100 or so years. 

But equally as interesting are 
the smaller documents - those 
they we wouldn’t think twice 
about throwing away today. 

One exhibit shows the receipt 
from Luton choir’s outing to 
Madame Tussauds in 
September 1895, which 
includes the price of the 
group’s railway fare and admis¬ 
sion to the attraction. 

Over a century later, it is 
incredible to think that 
Madame Tussauds is still as 
popular as it was then 
(although the cost of the trip 
with train journeys has defi¬ 
nitely increased!) 

Another item that caught by 
eye was a doctor’s bill from 


Caddington in 1822. 

On closer inspection, the 
receipt mentions a specific 
operation of trephining on a 
young boy - a procedure which 
involved drilling a hole in the 
skull in the belief that it would 
release pressure on the brain. 

I’m sure I’m not the only one 
that is glad that drills are no 
longer part of a routine visit to 
the doctors 

The ‘One For the Record’ 
exhibition will be at the 
Wardown Park Museum until 
Sunday, June 23.

Man admits to finding 
stolen scooter ‘in bush’

A MAN has admitted being in 
possession of a stolen scooter. 

Lee Mitchell, of Eskdale, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to theft 
by finding after police caught 
him with the Peugot 50cc 
scooter on March 13. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
reported how the £1,300 vehi¬ 
cle had gone missing on March 
9 from the property of Peggy 
Hill (pictured with partner 
Nigel Moss far right) in Hart Hill 
Drive, Luton. 

The court heard how police 
officers had found Mr Mitchell 
with the scooter at 10pm on 
Austin Road, Luton. 

He told them he had previ¬

One of the letters on the 
licence plate had been 
changed. Mitchell also told the 
police he had drunk about 
eight cans of lager that day. 

Before sentencing, the judge 
told him ‘we have given you 
full credit for the early guilty 
plea’. 

Mitchell, whose last convic¬ 
tion was in summer last year, 
was given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and warned 
about his future conduct. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£85 prosecution costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

Spring is almost here 
and the trees are full of 
buds about to burst so 
what better time to 
celebrate one of the 
country’s most 
unusual cathedrals, 
hidden away in a 
corner of Bedfordshire. 


THE Tree Cathedral in 
Whipsnade is a living place of 
worship created more than 70 
years ago. 

It is a collection of trees, 
hedges and shrubs in the plan 
of a full size medieval cathe¬ 
dral complete with nave, 
transepts, chapels and cloister 
gardens. 

This incredible creation, set 
in 9.5 acres of land, was the 
idea of Edmund Kell Blyth who 
created it after the First World 
War in the spirit of 'faith, hope 
and reconciliation’ and as a 
memorial to friends and fellow 
soldiers, Arthur Bailey, John 
Bennett and Francis Holland 
who he had met as a cadet at 



Sandhurst in 1916. All three 
were all killed prior to the end 
of the war. 

After the war Edmund Blyth 
joined the family firm of solici¬ 
tors in London but decided to 
make his home in Whipsnade. 

Partly inspired by a visit to 
the new Anglican Cathedral in 
Liverpool, it was as he drove 
home through the countryside 
that an idea formed of building 
a cathedral with trees. 

He said: “I saw the evening 
sun light up a coppice of trees 
on the side of a hill. 

“It occurred to me then that 
here was something more 
beautiful still and the idea 
formed of building a cathedral 


with trees”. In 1932 he began by 
planting in a field where he had 
formerly kept his chickens. 

First he planted the nave that 
now forms the north and south 
transepts, followed in 1933 by 
two chapels. 

The Easter Chapel was 
constructed of Cherry trees in 
the form of a square and Winter 
Chapel planted in the shape of 
a star with Norway spruce, the 
traditional Christmas tree. 

In 1935 he planted Silver Birch 
to form the main sanctuary 
and high alter at the end of the 
nave. During the same year he 
added a Summer Chapel of 
Elms and an Autumn Chapel of 
Beech trees. In 1938 a dew

pond was built to form the 
centre of a cloister walk which 
was surrounded by Poplars, 
Scotch Pine, Silver Birch and 
Ash. 

The whole scheme was 
completed just as the Second 
World War broke out in 1939. 

The first services were held in 
1953 and the ownership of the 


cathedral was accepted by the 
National Trust in 1960 and is 
today administered by the 
Trustees of Whipsnade Tree 
Cathedral Fund. 

Edmund Blyth died in 1968 
and his son continued to lead 
the trustees in the mainte¬ 
nance until his death in 1978. 

The Whipsnade Tree 


Cathedral is open to the public 
all year round to visit and to 
take part in the special services 
held there. 

The cathedral is also a 
licensed wedding venue.

Shaun Askins, strategic 
waste manager at the 
council, said: “The ener¬ 
gy we have created by 
recycling used cooking 
oil is enough to power 


almost three average 
households for a year. 

“Not only are the envi¬ 
ronmental benefits bril¬ 
liant, but the centres also 
provide a really easy 
place for residents to get 
rid of their cooking oil 
waste.”

THE lack of organ donation 
among minority groups was 
highlighted at a campaign 
aimed at raising awareness. 

More than 70 people from 
different ethnic and faith 
communities attended the event 
held in collaboration with the 
Luton Community Health 
Forum. 

Donor families, transplant 
recipients and leaders of black, 
Asian and minority ethnic 
(BAME) communities joined 
University of Bedfordshire’s 
Professor of Diversity in Public 
Health, Gurch Randhawa, at the 
launch of the Community Organ 
Donation Campaign at Dallow 


Learning Community Centre. 
People from BAME communities 
are more susceptible to kidney 
problems caused by diabetes and 
high blood pressure but nearly 70 
per cent of BAME families in the 
UK refuse consent to donate 
organs. 

Prof Randhawa (pictured second 


from left ) said: “This large short¬ 
fall in suitable organs can mean 
that BAME patients can wait 
much longer for transplants and 
are more likely to die waiting. 

“This underlines the need for 
greater engagement with BAME 
communities to increase aware¬ 
ness and donations and prevent 
the conditions that lead to organ 
failure.” 

Among the guests was 
Bedfordshire graduate Ottilie 
Quince, who received a kidney 
from her mother in 2007 and has 
competed at national and inter¬ 
national transplant games. 

She was joined by Bobby 
Mudhar, whose family donated 
his brother Mandip’s organs after 
he was killed in a road traffic 
accident.

SEAT'S Alhambra is a large, 7-seater 
Galaxy-sized MPV that has value, 
technology, practicality and sheer 
cleverness on its side. If you're browsing 
in this sector and this car isn't your 
shopping list, then it should be. 

Here, we check out the most popular 2.0 
TDI140PS diesel variant. 


Inside, there's plenty of versatility in all models thanks to 
the Easy-Fold seating system. You needed a MENSA IQ 
and the strength of a Ukrainian shot putter to maximise 
the luggage capacity of the old Alhambra, as the seats 
needed to be folded, unclipped from their mounts and 
lifted out. Now both rows of rear seats can tumble down 
beneath the floor with a minimum of fuss. The boot 
capacity isn't huge with seven people inside but there's as 
much as 1,167-litres with five occupants and up to 2,297- 
litres when you travel two-up, a figure that can be 
extended still further by folding the front passenger seat 
flat, allowing nearly three metres of load length. 

If you're carrying people rather than packages, entry is 
now by optionally electrical sliding doors (so your kids 
won't re-sculpture the bodywork of adjacent cars any 
more as they throw themselves out into the supermarket 
carpark) and access to the third row (which is where my 
three always want to sit) is also made easier by the Easy 
Entry function through which the outer seats in the 
second row tilt and slide forward in a single motion. Once 
in these rearmost chairs, kids will be delighted to find that 
they sit a little higher than those ahead, while their parents 
will discover that this is one of those unusual things: a 7- 
seater that seven fully-sized adults can actually fit into.

THE relatively local meetings between 
Cambridge United and Luton are not usually 
dull affairs, with seven goals in two previous 
league and cup games this season, and so it 
proved again as they shared an enthralling 
draw at the Abbey Stadium. 

Three goals in 12 second-half minutes set the 
scene for a fast-paced finale as Jon Shaw and a 
debut goal from the penalty spot for Solomon 
Taiwo ensured Town remain in the top ten. 

United’s top scorer Tom Elliott could have 
snatched it late on but a point apiece was a fair 
reward for both sides. 

While action on the pitch this week has been 
restricted due to poor weather, with last 


Tuesday’s visit of Ebbsfleet quashed by snow, 
the major talking points have certainly been 
made behind-the-scenes at Kenilworth Road. 

With just eight games remaining and already 
an eye on next season, Luton boss John Still has 
wielded the axe, with several high-profile 
departures. 

Last season’s top scorer Stuart Fleetwood, 
giant Hungarian Janos Kovacs and Scott 
Neilson will all leave Town in the summer 
while Alasan Ann and James Dance have also 
been shown the door, with Arnaud Mendy 
thrust on to the transfer list. 

The line-up for this clash was a dip into the 
future for Town with none of the six aforemen¬ 
tioned Hatters involved at the Abbey Stadium. 
Steve McNulty continued as captain for the 
injured Ronnie Henry and top scorer Andre 
Gray returned up top to partner Jon Shaw in 
attack. 

Despite Luton having finished ten points 


clear of the U’s in the league last season, a win 
for the hosts would have seen them clamber 
above Town and into the top ten, and they 
looked the deadlier from the outset. 

A Harrison Dunk blast from 16 yards was 
blocked before it could trouble Mark Tyler, 
while Tom Shaw’s 14th-minute half volley from 
just outside the box required a comfortable 
grasp by the Hatters’ shot-stopper. 

Shaw was already looking to be a thorn in the 
Luton side and but for the last-ditch interven¬ 
tion of Jake Goodman in the 17th minute, he 
would have opened the scoring.

“The reason we got a result 
though is because everyone 
worked their socks off. 

“Did we play very well? No I 
don’t think so. Solomon’s sav¬ 
ing grace was that he tucked 
away that penalty. 

“Dave Martin played all right 


but the other three just were 
not at it.” 

Still’s frustration comes just 
two days after releasing the 
names of five first-team play¬ 
ers - including Janos Kovacs 
and Stuart Fleetwood - that 
would not have their contracts 
renewed. 

Arnaud Mendy was also 
transfer-listed and the Hatters 
boss has a desire to make fur¬ 
ther additions when the time 
is right. 

“We have a fantastic group of 
lads here that work hard but 
the facts told me when I came 
here we were ninth in the 
league,” said Still. 

“We want to be better than 
that and to be better than that 
we have to make some chang¬ 
es and that is the way it is.
